Clarence J. W aybrlght, Freedom 
tow nship director and retiring presi­ 
dent of the county Board of School 
Directors, 
was 
re-elected 
to 
the

term 
and 
Chester B Worley, Latlm ore tow n­ 
ship, was chosen for a sim ilar term 
to succeed S. A. Culbertson, High­ 
land township, at the final business 
session, Friday afternoon, of the a n ­ 
nual Adams county school directors’ 
convention. 
Orville C. Sentz, G erm any tow n­ 
ship, was elected as an auditor. 
D uring the business session the 
directors 
approved 
19 
resolutions 
subm itted by a com m ittee headed 
by J. H. 8ea.sely. Biglerville. 
They 
were accepted without debate and 
covered a wide field of subjects re ­ 
lated to the field of education. 
Favor Salary Boosts 
One resolution favored increased 
salaries and increm ents for fourth 
class (rural and small town) district 
teachers provided such increase Is 
accompanied with a corresponding 
Increase In state appropriation. 
In 
another measure the directors ap ­ 
proved the principle of federal ald 
for public education “w ithout fed­ 
eral control.” 
'The directors recommended legis­ 
lation which would require all ve­ 
hicles to stop when coming upon a 
school bus loading or discharging 
pupils. 
Another section of the reso­ 
lutions committee report com m end­ 
ed the law requiring the transpor­ 
tation of school children living two 
miles or more from the school they 
attend, the effective date of which 
was postponed to 1941 by the 1939 
legislature, but declared it m ust be 
accompanied by Increased state a p ­ 
propriations. 
They recommended a 
maxim um 
of 
$8,000 
per 
district, 
which is double the present limit. 
Commend Highway D epartm ent 
The state Highway departm ent 
was commended for its prom ptness 
la removing snow from hard sur­ 
faced roads over which children are 
transported. 
The directors offered 
its support in malting every dis­ 
trict in Adams county a member of 
the S tate Directors’ association. An 
old plea th a t at least one school 
director be appointed by the gover­ 
nor to the state council of Educa­ 
tion was renewed. 
Tile directors 
asked, too. that politics be kept out 
of the D epartm ent of Public In ­ 
struction, the state teachers’ col­ 
leges and other educational institu­ 
tions under the control of the state. 
O ther Resolutions 
O ilier resolutions asked th a t the 
law enacted In 1937 increasing tu i­ 
tion appropriation to school districts 
be not postponed beyond the date 
placed In the law by the 1939 legis­ 
lature; th a t the association give its 
w hole-hearted support to any legis­ 
lation which will tend to equalize 
educational opportunity to all public 
school children by the state increas­ 
ing its subsidy to school districts, 
Urns relieving the burden on real 
estate, and that tile county Board 
j 
of 
School 
Directors 
take 
action j 
designating the county superintend- i 
e n t’s office as a depository for all 
perm anent records of ratings of 
professional employes. 
The present organization of school 
districts was described as both “in- 
effic'.ent and uneconomical’’ by Mer- 
vin J. W eidman, Lehigh county su­ 
perintendent of schools, In an ad ­ 
dress during the afternoon m eeting 
“It will be to the m utual advantage 
of tlse Commonwealth, the local 
school districts, and to the pupils to 
organize the present small school 
districts as larger units of adm in­ 
istration and attendance areas," he 
said.
